THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sanbornton in the 
County of Belknap in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Sanbornton on Tuesday, the tenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the decoration of soldiers’ 
graves, and the proper observance of Memorial Day. 


4. .To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State 
Aid for the permanent improvement of highways. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for payment of town debt. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of four hundred dollars for the control of 
the White Pine Blister Rust. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred dollars to be given to the 
Laconia Hospital. (By request.) 


8. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
following pieces of highway subject to gates and bars 
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as provided for in section 1, Chapter 79, of the Public 
Statutes of New Hampshire: . 

1. The road leading from M. W. Bennett’s to 
the Meadow Schoolhouse. 

2. The road leading from the Fair Ground to 
point south of the Timothy French buildings. 

3. The road leading from the south side of 
Salmon Brook, so called, near the Prescott Shop to 
the road running from the Brook Schoolhouse to 
N. W. Morrison’s. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to repair the Prescott Bridge. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate one thousand dollars for the year 1931 and one 
thousand dollars for the year 1932, provided the legisla- 
ture appropriate two thousand dollars for each one of 
said years, toward the completion of the construction, 
alterations or improvement of the Steele’s Hill Road, 
so called, leading from the Bay Meeting-house to the 
Meredith line. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate one thousand dollars for the year 1931, for com- 
pletion of the construction, alteration or improvement of 
the Steele’s Hill Road, so called, leading from the Bay 
Meeting-house to the Meredith line. 


12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Four schools are being maintained this year instead 
of five as last year. The North Sanbornton and 
“Meadow” schools were closed and the “Bay” school 
opened. 

No school has fewer than 30 pupils. I doubt if any 
town in the state can boast of four rural schools each 
having the old fashioned number of thirty or more 
pupils. Three of the four teachers are new to Sanborn- 
ton, but they have had three or more years experience. 

wes enroliment,, was, liz? September 30, 1930. 
Thirty-five, the number attending schools out of town, 
is proportionately large, a healthy educational symptom. 

The increased number of tardinesses for the year 
ending June 30, 1930, indicates laxness on the part of 
parents and failure to realize what this habit, formed in 
school, may mean to the child in after life. I hope the 
record of last year may be much improved this year. 

I consider the Board’s action in uniting with other 
towns to employ a school nurse a real advancement. 
The health of the children is of first importance and so 
recognized in all progressive communities. It is going 
to mean much to have a competent nurse, not only 
examining the children, but following up necessary cases 
and rendering helpful aid back in the home by her 
suggestions. I congratulate the Board for taking this 
progressive action. 

The schools are doing good work and the interest 
of both teachers and pupils is commendable. My visits 
reveal the school room as a decidedly busy work-shop 
without disciplinary problems, an evidence of good 
teaching.
